The categories in- 
clude conferences fra® wMeh OSI wishes to receive any published, and readily 
available material, conferences in which 031 will have an interest only if 
Soviet Bloc representatives attend, conferences in which 061 has a great enough 
interest to request that specific sources be developed to attend., and an annual 
3J.st of about eight conference© in which OSI haa such a great interest that all 
available planning and source® should be used. This latter list is used specif- 
ically by the dd/f as well as other collectors. 


3 * Coordination of Requirement®. We both acknowledged the regretable de- 
cline in ^€ictr^1SSTreISrcrmiysts of our respective Offices since OSI 
has moved from the immediate vicinity of ORR. Today, this contact is Hissed 
particularly in such fields as electronics, guided missiles, aircraft and chesa- 
leal®. I told Walt that St/l/R attests to assure coordination between the 
analysts of both offices before we issue en ORR requirement on these subjects.

fically reasiM usesobers of Ms branch to he sure that such xe^uirtatents are 
either coordinated by the analysts or a phone check Is mde with St/l/R. "This 
will be done on those spontaneous xwgulrensnta originating in OSI, of which 
there are relatively few. (lOTBs Starting this week OCR will pi wide St/l/R 
with two information copls® of each OSI requirement sent through then. One 
copy will be sent to the ORR branch concerned.) 

4. Coordination of Solicited Reoulmaents. A large number of the OSI 
re^uix’enents on subjects of interest to OHR ere prepared for deadlines as 
solicited requirements • It would prove* difficult to coordinate each of these 
raqulraawnts masses, ourselves before forwarding them to thus collector. As a 
result, both offices mat asst®® that they are being notified by the various 
collectors of all available, interesting sources. Although this I® happening 
In nearly all cases, I will attest to visit the Scientific Branch of OO/C 
and PT./SGD to he sure that these central points ere fully aware of 0RR f s cur- 
rent Interest in scientific smunses. 

5. OSI Support of Liaison Services for Clandestine Collection. r £he 
collection staff has $m% about decided to assign on® nan on a full-tlxae basis 
to work with FI and the DD/JP in developing liaison services as sources of

OSI does? not mroect aaach to be done in this program 
until the new Science Advisor* » term is up after one year in State. Meanwhile, 
the Science Advisor is taking © direct hand in preparing 'reconswstiidations for 
the Bspsrtasnt concerning East-West Ej^henges. A m saber of the CSX collection 
staff spend® a considerable portion, of hi® time working in this- office of the 
Science Advisor. In this way OSI feels it is getting an Intelligence viewpoint 
on scientific exchanges directly into the Bepartaent of State.
